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DEATH AND MEMOIR OF LEOPOLD, KING OF THE 
BELGIANS. 


Bis Masssty the King of the Belgisns expired at а quarter to 
t velve o'clook on Bunday, surrounced by the royal family. His 
Majesty preserved his faculties up to the last moment. 
He had been long afflicted with a distressing malady, of whioh, 
however, to the honour of English surgery, he was completely 
cured about two years ago. 16 had defied the leading surgeons of 
the Oontinent, but yielded to the ekill of Mr, Henry Thompson, 
who successfully formed 
the operation of lithotrity. 
After this remarkable care 
it seemed as ff the king, not- 
withstanding his great age, 
might still count on the er.- 
joyment of not а few years 
of life. He had a strong 
constitution, and easily un- 
derwent fatigues, which 
many younger men shrink 
from. He delighted in walk- 
ing, and to the dismay of his 
attendants, used tothink little 
of tweoty or thirty miles а 
dsy. Only in January last, 
while shooting at his chateau 
in the Forest of Ardennes, 
be might be seen for siz hours 
a дау оп „беп successive days 
tramping through the snow 
and defying fatigue, although 
be had then entered his 75th 
year. He indeed, too 
confident of his strength and 
took liberties with ir. Just 
before coming to England 
last spring be bad а plight 
ры а1у Шо seizure,  Aliboagh 
he was subject to а bron- 
objal weakness, he came to 
visit the Queen, careless of 
the weather, and he left our 
shores, against all advice, 
equally careless. Since then 
we have had more thau once 
the painful task of reporting 
on the doubtful state of hia 
health, and now there comes 
the saddest tesk of all—to 
recurd that he is dead. 
Leopold of Belgiam, if not 
a great monsroh, was the 
wisest of his time. His in- 
telleot was more diplomatic 
than legislative, and he 
wanted the ambition of im- 
peris] minds; bat few men 
that care во little for power 
have enjoyed more. Hehad 
one of the smallest of king- 
dome, yet he was one of the 
wort powerfal princes in 
Eurcpe, and certainly Ье was 
the most trusted. — His life 
wes wonderfally oalm, yet it 
is one of the most extraordi- 
nary romances in history. 
He wee the youngest aud 
last of hie femily, yet he 
was its real bead, end he 
livid to see it dominate іп 
the oonncils of the great 
Powers.

Princa Leo- 
pol4 was thus driven from his native land, and еп өгей the service 
of Russia, where he soon attained the rank of general in the army, 
a favour which doubtless ha owed to tho marrisgo of his th'rd sister, 
Jultenno. with tte Grand Dake Constantine. The Peso» of Tiss 
in 1807 :ffected a favourable change іп the fortunes of the Baze- 
Ovburg family, for by the arrangements concladed between France 
and Rasela, Duke Ernest was restored to hie hereditary possessions. 
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Prince Leopold then psid a visit to his mative pisos, and іп 1808 
during the absenoe of his elder brother in Bussis, undertook the 
Government of the prinoipslity, though he was but a boy of 
e'ghteen. Returning again to Russia, he appeared by the olde of 
the Emperor Alexander daring that monaroh's interview with 
Napoleon at Frfart.

Henoeforward the king devoted 
himself unceasing!y to the developmeut of the internal resources of 
the country, end with what success those who know the high posi- 
tion Belgiam now holds in manufactures and in commerce can 
testify. In 1834 the vast network of railways now covering 
Flanders wes projected, and in 1887 the National Bank was esta- 
bliehed. ‘I'he birth of two «ons—one іп 1837, the otber іп 1840-- 
gave aeeurance of the stability of the dyna»: y, and the good govern- 
ment of the country ів proved by the tranquillity it has enjoyed. 
When, in 1848, revolution broke cut in Paris, it was feared thet 
the sympathy which existed between France and some of the Bel- 
gian provinces might lead to an outbreak; but all fears were quickly 
dispelled by the conduct o! the king.

Daring the performance in the King’s Theatre the National 
Anthem was called for and sung in chorus by the performers and 
the whole audience, after which loud and continued cheers were 
given for the King.

BELGIUM. 

The following proclamation, announcing the death of King 
Leopold, was posted during Bunday in the streets of Brussels :— 

“Tnhabitents of Brussels! The King is desd! His Majesty 
sucoumbed at 11 45 this morning, at bis residence et Lacken, to the 
attacke of the 5 from which he has so long suffered. 

* All Belgians will deplore the loss of the sovereign who has 
been associated for thirty-four years with the destinies of Belgium. 

“The high sagacity and strikin personality of him who carries 
our eternal regre:s with him to the tomb, have favoured the de- 
velopment of а happy, prosperous and free nationality, whore 
existence has become & pledge of sccurity and peace to Europe.

The following particulars respecting the last moments of King 
Leopold are taken from the Jndependance Belge of Sunday :— 

“Жоғ the last two days tho siate of weakuess to which hie ma- 
jesty was reduocd was such that the fatal end was almost hourly 
expected. His robnet constitution alone delayed the final orisis. 
Last night it was thought to be imminent. About midnight the 
ministers repaired tothe Palace of Lacken, but upon theic arrival 
the sogast pationt had just fallen asleep. This was a gain of some 
hours, bat there was no hops. it was and could only be but à 
short respite For several days past the Dake ваё Dachess of 
Brabant, their children, and the Coant of Flanders had taken up 
their residenos at the рмаоә. Tho king, who saw them often, sum: 
moned them to his presence thie morning, and begged them not to 
leave him until all was over. His majesty, who up to 
the last moment ail the faculties of his vast and noble intelligence, 
was perfectly calm and tranquil. His audible and heavy respiration 
alone indicat:d the аррговса of the last moment. The king, be- 
sides, no longer entertained any doubt upon the danger of bis con- 
dition. About eleven o'clcok, the President of the Senate, the Pre- 
sident of the Ohamber of Representatives, and the ministers, ageln 

roceeded to Lacken. М. Jules van Praet, Minister of the King’ 

ousehold, his oldest friend in Belgium, his most intimate con fi- 
dant, and most devoted servant, also scoompanied him. When these 
high fanotlonarles were introduced in the chamber of the august 
sufferer, а most n sud touching spectacle wee ргевеп е4 to 
them, The king stiil preserved all his consciousness. He was sur- 
rounded by his obildren and grand-ohildren bathed in tears, end 
held one of hig hands of the Daobess of Brabant who knelt at tho 
ieot of the bed. The Bev. Dr. Becker, his majosty’s chaplain, who 
for the last few days has also resided at Lackem, was aiso in ihe 
royal chamber. Perceiving his old triend M. Jules van Praet, tho 
king took his hard end grasped it affectionstely. His majesty then 
replaced bis hand in that of the duchess. Some minutes alter the 
king expired gently, without а murmur and without agony, 60 im- 
perosptibly that the persons surrounding his beside were not imme- 
diately aware that he had breathed his leet.”

Тик celebration of mass in honour of the conception of the Virgin 
Mary is smong one of the most imposing servioes in the Oatholic 
religion. We give below an illustration of the interlor of the 
Greek Oatholio Ohurch at Nice, during its recent celebration. The 
day, the 8th of December, is also retained in the Oalendar of the 
English Established Church. 

The immaculate conception and happy nativity of the Virgin are 
maintsined to have tsken place at Loretto, about 150 miles from 
Home ; snd further, that at that particular place, " hallowed by her 
birth,” she was saluted by the sngel Gabriel, and that ghe there 
nurtured our Saviour until he was twelve years of age. The po- 
palar belief readily yielding to that which power dictated, Loretto 
became one of the richest places in the world, from the numerous 
plgrimsges and votive presents made to the “Sancta Casa,” or 
* Holy House,” to enclose which, a magnificent church was erected 
and dedicated to the Virgin, hence generally styled “our Lady of 
Loretto.” 

Peter the Lombard originally started the mystery of the immscu- 
Ja:e conception in the year 1060 ; though Baronius affirms, that it

A " GaSTLEMAN/" OHARGED WITH TAREE VIOLENT ASSAULTS 
—Robert Williams, of Studley House, Larkhall-lane, Olaphaw, 
was charged before Mr. Tyrwhitt with assaulting Elizabeth White, 
s young woman, and Police-constables Weeks, 899 A, aud Hallent, 
179 C. Elizabeth White said: I am an unfortunate, and live in 
Dadley-street. I was in Lelosster-square at quarter to one oa 
Sunday morning, on my wey home, when I saw the prisoner 
striking another gentleman he oslled his brother. A gentleman 
passing said he ought to be ashamed to strike his brother, and I said 
во too, when he left the person ho was striking and flow at me, tore 
my bonnet off my head, nearly strangling ms at the time, as he 
caught me by the throat. He also tore my dress and cloak. He 
then kicked me frighfully about the legé sud on the band. I 
screamed out, and а cabman came up, ай alse в constable, bat the 


prisoner was so violent that it required three or four 
constables to take bim. The prisoner waé very drunk and 
violent. My were so m hurt that I could not 


walk to the station, and went in cabman’s cab. Edward 
Hammond, cab driver, ө 12884, sald: I was in Leices- 
ter-equare on Sunday morning, going towards home, when I saw 
the prisoner beating a young man. I told him not to knock the 
young man about. I went ор, and two youug women pa:sed me. 


One of them said ths prisoner ought to bo ashamed of himaslf, and 
the prisoner then kfoked the young woman in a shameful manner, 
several times, while she was on the ground, and if it had been e man 
he could not have !ll-used him more. Several cabmen then ren 
across, and the police came The prisoner was like а madman, 
and any damage he had to his face was through his violence 
Police-constable Hallent, 179 O: Hearing loud screams in Leloester- 
equare, I went, and the young woman gave the prisoner in charge 
for assaulting her. She sppesred to be tora to pieces, aud could 
scarcely stand at all. The was very drank, aud resisted 
violently. He kicked me on the legs aud shoulders, and it took six 
or seven of vs to get him to tho station. Prisoner: Did you not 
strike mo ia шә Witness: No, 1 cid not You strack at 
me, bat І avo! the blow. Any mark you have received 
was caused by your falling. Prisoner: He put his knee on 
my chest, and I beowsme s!most insensiblo. was noi drank 
Police-constable Weeks, 339 A: L went to the assistance of the 
last witness, when the prisoner kicked mo in the face and about 
the legs several times, and was very violent. The prisoser fell at 
the corner of Princes-streot, after throwing а constable. Мг 
Richard Williams, of 11, Larkhell-lane, Olapham (brother of the 

risoner), said: My brother has been in the Amerioan war for 

wo years; his health has been much impaired, and he is subject to 
fits. Mr. Tyrwhitt: And to fighting too Witness: We had been 
supping in Regent-street, and on our way home I was going to 
hail a cab, when two young women oame up and “ aseaulted” us 


Mr. Tyrwhitt: How did they assault you? Witness: By impor- 
tuning us, and thea soratohed my brother's face. My brother 
was educated for an sot. We have seen the young women 
before. Mr, Tyrwhiitésid the prisoner was a violent, dangerous 
man, bat would be taught better than to behave in such a violent 
Tuner in this country, whatever he might do іп any other, 
believed the evidence of the cabman, which was completely against 
him.

The keepers are burly, rough-featared, stout-fisted, 
loné-telking men. naturally stern and rough, bat sometimes 
wrought by the sfilloting soenes about them into moods of compas- 
siorate manliness. They stey cheerfally in prisons all day and al) 
night. They swing the iron doors, turn the ponderous keys, ard 
draw the heavy bolts, with a skill which makes the duty lighter. 
They look the most terrible villatos in the eye, and the fellows 
cower like lambs; or, if it be necessary, they seize ап unruly giant, 
ardia a twinkle manacle him, so that he can neither гіве nor move. 
These men traly seem as if they had been nurtured for their basi- 
nes»; and certeinly their busicess, in every land, makes them 
ресшізгіу slike in appearance, manners, and sentiments. Men 
img ia confinement algo resemble one another. The desire for 
liberty, the weight of guilt, the prison surroundings, the conviot's 
garb, all conspire to produce this effect They grow into, and at 
all events seem to have the aimliitude of each other.
